His letter in full is as fol 
K-vs: 

THI ADDRES8. 

To the Democrats of Kentucky : 
I am a candidate for the Democrat- 
ic nomination for Governor in the 
State primary to be held on May 0, 
1008, to nominate oandidatea for 
all the State offices which are to be 
filled at the regular election in No- 
vember or next yeaf. In .making 
this announcement it is gratifying 
to me that I have the privilege of 
presenting suoh claims as I mar 
make »o this honor directly to the 
people themselves and that they 
are to have the opportunity of de- 
termining upon the merits of my 
candidacy in their own precinct 
voting places. I am glad that the 
Democratic voters of the Stale are 
to have a real voice in the selec- 
K tion of their candidates for State 
* offices, and that their wishes are 
not to be thwarted atid violated by 
the combinations and uncertainties 
in a State convention, where so 
many candidates are to be chosen. 
The interest and welfare of the 
party should be first considered ia 
such blatters, and no man Is de- 
serving of party honors who.is not 
willing to submit his claims to the 
people themselves, but who . hopes 
to succeed by {lie manipulation of 
a political convention. I have 
never yet been afraid to go before 
the people for an honest expression 
h fi 'of tbeir choice, and I would never 
J be a candidate for any office if I 
was not willing to trust my cause 
in their hands, and submit without 
I complaint to their decision . I 
[ prefer the light of the noon day to 
| the darkness of midnight, and I al-

DEFENDS THE COMMITTEE. 

The State Democratic Executive 
Committee has seen fit in its wis- 
dom to call a primary on next May 
it the party candidates 
for State offices. That committee 




ha» in its membership some of the 
best men and some of the most 
sterling Democrats in the State — 
men who place the^r party's inter- 
est far above the interest of any 
candidate or-setof candidates, and 
that oommittee, containing several 
distinguished Judges, other hon 
(.red officials and citizens, stands 
practically unanimous in its in- 
dorsement ot*the primary is being 
the fairest and best means of nom- 
inating these candidates. I have 
been accused by soma worthy gen- 
tlemen, who have found the Gov 
ernor's office a fruitless field for 
the husbandry and thrift of the 
grafter, and who have longed with

Bill Providing for Confederate 



Senator Foraker has introduced 
a bill providing for the appropriate 
marking of the graves of the Con- 
federate soldiers who died in Fed- 
eral prisons and hospitals, and who 
buried near their places of 
confinement. It is quite probable 
that this bill will pass this session 
with practically no opposition. 
The bill was drafted by a com- 
mittee of the several commanders 
of Confederate posts, and by unan- 
amoue agreement it was determined 
that Senator Foraker be requested 
to introduce it 

The bill carries out the policy 
announced by the late President 
McKinley in his speech at Atlanta 
on December the 14, 1898— just 
four years ago— when he said he 
hoped to see the government as- 
sume charge of the graves of Con 
federate soldiers, and care for them 
as it did the graves of the soldiers 
of the Union army.

Luxury Subititutei Curloui Food» for 
, London * Old Tune Dunn 

If the gourniants of the ancient 
Roman empire, of whom we iiear so 
much, were to come to life again, 
they would find themselves a bad sec- 
ond to modern Britons in the way 
of costly luxury, thinks the London 
Mail. If art are not growing more 
luxurious yearly, which some people 
still deny, how is it that a dinner 
at from 110 to £30 per head U given 
by large numbers of the people ovei y 
week, and that 500 "canvas-back" 
ducks, a consignment by steamer 
from the United States, were all 
bought up in three days at from £1 
10< to £'l apiece. 

Why, too, is there a running de- 
mand for Christ mat strawberries 
at a price that works out at about 
two shillings each, grown by the 
costly modern process in the Surrey 
and Berkshire hothouses. There is 
such a huge profit as might be 
gined on these dainties— they 
require so much attention and skill, j 
As to costly eatables from abroad, 
there are some 300 commercial trav- 1 
eters always scouring the globe for, 
consignments of such rarities as , 
llama lump, lampreys, seaslug. tur- 1 
ties and so forth. These are bought I 
up from native dealers and shipped 
to iKtndonand Southampton Three 
pounds three shillings a dozen may 
be paid for plovers' eggs. These 
eggs are gathered in the spring, both 
ountry and Holland, and are 
d stored in cold rooms. 
They will keep fcr a year in a freez- 
ing atmosphere, and are certainly 
very nice. But five shillings for an 
egg that is but a mouthful! 

Mayfly trout, from Italy, spiced 
and preserved, find a sale at ten shil- 
lings apiece, and very good they 
are. A little lower in the gastro- 
nomical scale, it is worth noting that 
over 30 per cent, more game is sold 
now than five years ago, and instead 
of being only the luxury of the 
wealthy, plifMtsants at four shillings 
a brace are bought in numbers for 
middle-class households. A great 
number of our pheasants used to go 
abroad— now we eat them at home. 
A professional man's table will now- 
adays be supplied with red mullet, 
for instance, or turbot, at twice or 
three times the price of the homely 
cod, which was formerly thought 
good enough. And the well-to-do 
artisan takes the cod instead of the 
bloaters he used to admire.

Cuban Brands Are Hade Specially snd 

Solely tor Sovereign. 

Making cigars for princes and po- 
tentates and crowned heads is a great 
business in Havana, and incidentally 
I may remark, from what well-post- 
ed men have told me, that they turn 
these royal contract* to good use in 
more than one way. You see, it is a 
good advertising feature. It gives 
the cigarmaker a prestige that they 
cannot get in any other way. King 
Edward of England has his cigars spe- 
cially made. By the way, that re- 
minds me of the fact that we fre- 
quently find cigars in this country 
which are labeled with the English 
coat-of-arms, just as cigars are la- 
beled which are made especially for 
his majesty the king of England. Of 
course, they are not the same cigar. 
It is simply a catoh system. All the 
cigars that are made for the crowned 
heads by Cuban manufacturers are 
bought by the men they are made for, 
and scrupulous care is exercised in 
the matter. The only men who ever 
get ar>y of these cigars either get 
hem on orders from royal pcrson- 
iges, or they get them as guests of the 
oyalty. A particular kind of tobac- 
co is used in the manufacture of these 
cigars. Take the case, for instance, 
of the czar of Russia. Cigars that are 
made for him are branded with the 
Russian coat of arms, and he buys all 
the cigars the factory can make out of 
the material and in the way specified 
in his order. — N. 0. Democrat
